He was thereafter appointed a 
member of the hoard of education, and 
filled that position with ability and 
credit. He was a man of high character, 
strictly conscientious in all his actions

His wife died many years 
ago, and her remains were interred at 
Elk Grove. 
He leaves the two married 
daughters above named to mourn his de­ 
parture, and two grandchildren, Roma 
and Ernest Spagnoli, of this city. 
The body was interred at Pittsburg, 
his native town, where several relatives 
are burried.

GARIBALDI-GRILLO 
GRAVEL MINE CASE 


/In Injunction Prayed for Pending 
Further Proceedings 


The litigation between Frank Garibaldi 
and Frank Dzvenccnzi on the one side 
and the Grillo Brothers on the other, in­ 
volving the right of possession to the 
valuable Santirfo gravel claim in Vol­ 
cano, is still a long way from being 
ended. At the trial of the suit the tes­ 
timony was such that the court held that 
neither of the contestants was entitled 
to a judgment. This week the case en­ 
tered upon a new phase by 
the 
filing on the part of the plaintiffs of the 
following affidavit for an injunction ; 
Frank Garibaldi and Frank Devencenzi, 
plaintiffs, vs. John B. Grillo, James 
Grillo, Sr., and August Grillo, defen­ 
dants. 
Frank Garibaldi and Frank Devencenzi 
being first duly sworn, depose and say, 
that they are the plaintiffs in the above­ 
entitled action ; that the land in dispute 
in said action is public mineral, gold- 
bearing, placer mining ground, situate 
in the Volcano mining district, Amador 
county California, particularly described 
as follows; The east half of west half of 
southwest quarter of northeast quarter, 
and the west half of the east half of the 
southwest quarter of the northeast quar­ 
ter of section 22, tiw nship7 north,'range 
12 east, M. D. B. and M., containing 20 
acres; that the above entitled action has 
been brought on for trial heretofore in 
the above entitled court, submitted for 
decision to the hon. judge of this court, 
who rendered his opinion in writing that 
neither plaintiffs nor defendants are en­ 
titled to any relief in this action, giving 
as his reason for denying relief to plain­ 
tiffs that the evidence failed to show a 
valid discovery of gold by them; an 
also giving as one of the reasons of 
denying relief to defendants, that they 
had made no valid discovery of goid 
within the limits of disputed territory 
until after the tiling of their 
cross 
complaint. 
Affiants allege that no judgment has 
been entered in the above entitled 
action, but that there will be delay in 
entering judgment in such action; that 
it is the purpose of plaintiff, in good 
faith, to move fora new trial »4erei«, 
and if necessary to prosecute this action 
to a final determination even to the 
highest courts having jurisdiction of 
same; that affiants believe that the nec­ 
essary proof was made at such trial on 
the part of plaintiffs regarding discovery 
of gold bearing minerals within the 
limits of said disputed territory; but 
that a failrue of the court reporter to get 
complete records of testimony has resulted 
in said testimony not being in the record 
herein. 
Affiants allege that notwith­ 
standing the decision of the court that 
neither plaintiffs not defendants are en­ 
titled to any relief in this action, the 
defendants have entered into said dis­ 
puted ground, and are actively engaged 
in removing gold bearing gravel from 
said land and beneath the surface of 
land in controversy; 
that they arc 
running gravel taken therefrom through 
a mill and extracting the minerals there­ 
from ; that they are now engaged in run­ 
ning said mill daily, whereas it was 
formerly their practice to only run said 
mill every ten days or two weeks; that 
said defendants are extracting from said 
mine and converting to their own use 
gold bearing gravel of great value, the 
exact value of which is not now known 
to 
affiants, and plaintiffs have no 
security against loss in case they should 
prevail in this action; that defendants 
are working said mine on shares with 
some of the parties working therein; 
that said defendants, their agents, em­ 
ployes and associates threaten to con­ 
tinue to work said claim and to remove 
the gold therefrom, and to appropriate 
the same to their own use, and if not 
restrained by injunction 
from this 
honorable court will so continue to work 
said claim, and to extract the gold hear 
mg rock therefrom and to convert the 
same to their own use, thus rendering 
said claim valueless to plaintiffs, or 
greatly reducing its value in case they 
should finally prevail; if not soon pre­ 
vented from continuing said mining 
operations said mine will be in a great 
measure exhausted. 
That the injury to the plaintiffs will 
be material, certain and great, as well 
as irreparable if the relief prayed for 
is denied,should they in the end prevail; 
while the granting of an 
injunction 
pendente lito will make the loss to the 
defendants comparatively small should 
they win in the final outcome of the 
case, as all values in the claim in dis­ 
pute are conserved and protected by 
injunction process during 
the con­ 
tinuance of the litigation. 
That the force at work in the dis­ 
puted claim has been 
greatly aug­ 
mented, us affiants arc informed and 
believe, 
since said decision, 
and 
work is proceeding in both directions 


from the tunnel run in said claim. That 
as the gravel, as affiants are informed 
and believe, is greatly increasing in 
value, affiants fear and believe that it is 
the purpose of the defendants, unless 
restrained, to work out the claim during 
the pendency of the action, and boasts 
and threats to this effect, affiants are 
informed and believe, have been made 
by said defendants. 
That continuous work for a 
period 
of two or three months with a force of 
men defendants now have and are able 
to put to work on the disputed claim 
can and will entirely work out the body 
of pay gravel found in the said claim. 
That it will take this time, or nearly 
that, as affiants are informed by their 
counsel, before the questions involved 
in their behalf can he presented to the 
court either in a motion for a different 
and another judgment other than that 
rendered herein, or in a motion for a 
new trial, or in other proceedings nec­ 
essary to present plaintiffs' contention 
to the couri and preserve their rights. 
Wherefore affiants pray that an order 
be made in the premises requiring the 
defendants, their counselors, attorneys, 
agents and others acting in aid or as­ 
sistance of them, and all of them, and 
each of them, to appear at the time and 
place to be fixed by this honorable court, 
to show cause why an 
injuuction 
should not be issued restraining them 
from extracting or removing gold bear­ 
ing or any rock, earth or gravel, from 
said mining claim, or any part thereof, 
or from doing anything whatever in and 
about said land in dispute, with the ex­ 
ception of such timbering as may be 
necessary, and that in the meantime said 
parties, and each and all of them, be 
restrained from in any manner interfer­ 
ing witli said claim, and that such 
order be made as is meet in the prem­ 
ises.

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P A R T Y F E A L T Y . 


Since president Taft delivered his inucli-talked-of speech 
which virtually read 
the so-called 
insurgent republican 
senators and congressmen who voted against the Aldrich tar­ 
iff bill out of the republican party, there has been consider­ 
able discussion going on concerning the duty of representa­ 
tives to support ever}' party measure, or run the risk of being 
branded as renegades. 
We cannot agree with the extremists 
on this proposition, who glibly brand a man as a party 
traitor who does not swallow everything that comes along 
bearing the seal of a party measure. 
A congressman is not 
necessarily untrue to his party because lie happens to dis­ 
agree with the views of a majority wiug of his fellow members. 
He is expected to keep in line with the sentiments of his con­ 
stituents first. 
That is a more binding obligation than po­ 
litical partisanship. 
Generally speaking, he can keep in 
line with his constituents and his party and satisfy his own 
individual views at the same time. 
T h is, however, is not 
always the case. 
The truth is there always has been, and 
always will be, a considerable divergence of opinions within 
the ranks of auy political or other organization on minor 
topics. 
In being a republican a man is 
not expected to do 
violence to his individual convictions. 
No platform that was 
ever framed, or ever w ill be framed, will exactly meet the 
views of any party man, outside of the individual framer 
thereof. 
It is essential for the very existence of a political 
organization that there be ample latitude given for the exer­ 
cise of private judgment. Men differ mentally as much as 
physically and morally. 
It is impossible to get any body of 
citizens to thiuk or act exactly alike, on an y subject. 
It is the duty of the citizen to join that party which comes 
nearest to his individual views. 
As long as there is agree­ 
ment on fundamental pat% principles, that is about all that 
can be reasonably expected. 
Now, republicans area unit 
on the proposition of a protective tariff— a tariff sufficiently 
high to 
protect the home 
manufacturer 
from 
ruinous 
competition from imported goods. 
On the other hand the 
democratic doctrine is a tariff for revenue; they do not be­ 
lieve in fostering any interest through a high tariff. 
A man 
vho «does not indoise the protective tariff idea has no busi­ 
ness in the republican ranks. Vice versa, one who does believe 
in the protective tariff proposition cannot consistently belong 
to the democratic party, unless, which is not improbable in 
some sections, another issue overshadowing the proctection 
doctrine intervenes to decide his party affiliation. 
In the 
tariff debate in the last session of congress, there was no 
strictly party issue as far as the republicans were concerned. 
It resolved itself into a question whether the revised tariff 
bill known as the Payne-Aldrich measure was preferable as a 
whole to the Diugley bill which it was designed to replace. 
A number of republican members believed it was not, and 
therefore voted against it. 
In so doing they in 
no wise 
jeopardized their standing in the party. 
It is not proper to 
dub them insurgents. 
T h e y are probably ju st as loyal re­ 
publicans as those who voted the other way. 
Their action 
is not necessarily indicative of any break in the party ranks. 
Indeed, any attempt to restrict the exercise of individual 
opinion within narrow party lines would prove disastrous 
from 
a party standpoint. 
Freedom in the expression of 
private judgment must be maintained at all hazards, whether 
inside or outside the sphere of partvism. 


It would be an interesting inquiry to find out from the 
official records how the cost of supporting the county govern­ 
ment has climbed gradually to the present alarm ing propor­ 
tions. 
At some future time we will endeavor to collect the 
figures on this subject. A t present, to show the great gulf be­ 
tween the past and present in the way of public expenditures, 
we may state that forty years jago Auiador had a population 
of 1 1400—about the same as now. 
The assessment roll was 
then $1,737,400, which is less than one third of the taxable 
property of the present year. 
At that time the county was 
heavily in debt, in striking contrast to present day condi­ 
tions. Still at that time Amador managed to get along with a 
total tax levy of $2.20 011 the $100, $1 of which was for state 
purposes.

men were kept w orking so long that 
grass had time to grow in the dust 
which lodged on their heads. 
The nten 
worked so long that they fell asleep 
and woke up patriarchs. 
Chin 
had 
mammoth shovels that threw up a li of 
wall at a scoop; the m en were 12 feet 
tall and broad in proportion ; 
nowadays 
men are small and could not build the 
wall.

Accidentally 
Shor and 
Killed While Hunting 
Mrs Gerry, accom panied 
by 
Mrs 
W hite, left here early this week on 
account of the sad news that 
Will 
Cole, a brother of Mrs Gerry, had 
been accidentally shot by his companion 
while out hunting near Grass Valley, 
Nevada county. 
I he young man died in 
about four hours after receiving the in­ 
juries. Mrs W hite returned Wednesday 
evening, hut Mrs G erry remained until 
after the funeral, w hich was held W ednes­ 
day afternoon,and to comfort her widowed 
mother, who is 
distracted 
by this 
terrible affliction. 
The Nevada Trans­ 
cript of Tuesday gives the following 
account of this fatal shooting. 
The lads started out early in 
the 
morning, Cole going without breakfast 
so as not to miss the good shooting of 
the early hours. 
They hunted along 
slowly and about 10 o ’clock found them ­ 
selves on the old M cK eon place on the 
old Nevada road, adjoining the Hughes 
ranch. 
Soon after 10 o ’clock the dog 
scared up a jackrabhit and both started 
after it. 
While C ole was ahead and 
stepped behind a bush to get out of the 
view of the rabbit. 
As the animal ran 
along Coffey espied it and drew his gun 
up quickly and shot. 
As he did so 
Cole stepped out from behind the bush 
and received the charge from the barrel 
of Coffey’s gun. 
C ole cried out he had 
been shot and Coffey ran quickly to his 
side. 
The latter saw at once that the 
shot had torn an ugly wound in C ole’s 
clothing and the blood was running from 
the wound inflicted. 
There was no help 
within a mile or m ore and the gritty 
little hunter; although he had received 
his death blow, gam ely walked, half a 
m ile towards assistance, and would have 
gone further had he not dropped in 
sheer exhaustion from loss of blood. 
Coffey tried to carry him but was ob­ 
liged to abandon th e idea. 
He then 
made Cole as com fortable as possible 
and ran for assistance, first to the Hughes 
place, then to the Sim m ons ranch and 
later to the Morgan ranch, where Ed and 
Fred Morgan were found. 
They drove 
quickly to where the injured boy was 
lying and although it was half an hour 
or longer since he had been left alone 
he was still conscious and cheerful. 
It was 10:30 a. m. when the accident 
occurred and almost two hours elapsed 
before he was taken to his home. 
Soon after 2 o ’clock in the afternoon 
he passed quitely awav. 
Coroner Gill 
was summoned and ordered that an 
autposy be held to determ ine the exact 
cause of death. 
Dr. Carl 
P. Jones 
opened the boy and found that the shot 
had spread after entering and the little 
leaden pellets were found in almost 
every organ. 
The liver, the spleen, the 
intestines and other organs were per­ 
forated, and even in the heart one bullet 
was found. 
The shot in entering the 
body tore a hole in the flesh about four 
to six inches in diam eter, indicating 
that the lads were not far apart when the 
shooting occurred. 
He was 18 years of age and was learn­ 
ing to become a cigar-m aker. 
He had 
served more than three vears of appren­ 
ticeship and would have been in a posi­ 
tion to work as a 
journeyman next 
January. He was just able to assist bis 
widowed mother, who has had her share 
of trouble in this world. 
She is beside 
herself with grief and feels that this 
latest load is really m ore than she can 
bear. 
Her boy was m ore than anything 
else in the world to her and she can 
hardlv reconcile herself to his sudden 
taking off. 
The funeral took place on 
W ednesday afternoon.

John F Davis, W R W ebster and Vic 
C hiehizola went to Antelope Sunday 
last, returing the same day. 
As the final 
proceedings to wind up the Whitmore 
estate are about to be presented to the 
superior court, it is believed that the 
object of the trip was to look over the 
tim ber lands of the estate with the pro­ 
bability that the Chiehizola Estate Com­ 
pany will bid for the sam e when the 
proper time arrives and absorb them 
entirely, thereby adding nearly 1000 
acres to its present holdings. The court 
proceedings are 
almost at an end. 
M ost of the mountain property con­ 
sists of timber land, som e of it virgin 
forest, bought years ago and upon which 
the m ill has made but sm all inroads.

The big ranches have been cut 
up into ten and twenty acre lots, and 
colonists are Hocking from the east to 
settle upon these small farm s. 
With 
irrigation rights running w ith the land 
at a cost of 81 per acre annually, the 
settlers are doing well, and the popu­ 
lation is rapidly increasing.

this county. With irrigation facilities, 
w hich might be secured w ithout great 
expense, the same results would How 
from intensified farming of small tracts 
here.

CRUSHED TO DEATH 
IN HAY PRESS 


John Podesta Loses his Life 
In Singular Manner. 


A shocking accident occurred in Jack­ 
son Valley on 
Tuesday last 
John 
Podesta, a Jackson boy, aged about 
fifteen years, being the victim. 
H e was 
working with a nay haling crew on the 
ranch of C. C. Prouty in 
Jackson 
Valley. 
The baling machine w as of the 
old pattern, the pressure coming from a 
weight from above. 
In the afternoon 
young Podesta was sent into the press to 
clean it out, a process which becomes 
necessary at intervals to keep 
the 
m achine in good working order. 
The 
anim als attached to the press 
were 
trained at the business, starting up of 
their own accord at the proper time. 
W hile the boy was inside the press, the 
horses started up, which set the pon­ 
derous w eight in motion. There was no 
possibility of escape for the unfortunate 
victim inside. 
The weight, estim ated 
at over 300 lbs, came down 
upon, 
crushing him in a frightful manner. 
The fellow workmen were pow erless to 
avert th e awful acccident, although fully 
realizing what the starting of the ani­ 
mals 
m eant. Podesta’s mangled frame 
was taken out as soon as possible. 
Both legs were broken, and he was 
terribly crushed otherwise. 
H e lived 
two hours after the accident. 
Deceased 
is the youngest of a family of nine 
children. 
His father is an old settler 
of Jackson, but at present living in 
San Francisco. 
His mother died some 
years ago. 
He 
also 
leaves 
four 
brothers and four sisters to deplore 
his tragic and untimely end. 
The rem ains were brought to Jackson 
and the funeral is set for th is after­ 
noon; interm ent in the Catholic cem e­ 
tery, Rev. Father Kearney officiating.

Government 
Prussia 
Forests of 
W ell /Managed. 


Prussia has national forests, cover­ 
ing nearly 7.000,000 ocres which are 
made up much as if the pineries of the 
Southern states of this country and the 
forests of some of the middle Atlantic 
and Central 
slates 
were 
combined. 
< hen forestry was begun by Prussia, a 
grt».. part of the timber land had been 
injured by mismanagement, 
much as 
American forests have been, and the 
Prussian foresters had to 
solve 
the 
problem of improving the 
rim down 
forests out of the returns from those 
which were still 
In good 
condition. 
They solved it with striking success. 
Immense 
improvement 
hits 
already 
taken place and 
s steadily going on. 
The method of management adopted 
calls for a sustained yield—that is, no 
more wood is cut than the forest pro­ 
duces. 
Under this management 
the 
growth of the forest, and consequently 
the amount cut, has risen sharply. 
In 
1830 the yield was twenty cubic feet 
per acre; in 1856, 
twenty-four cubic 
feet; in 1890, fifty-two cubic feet, and 
1904, sixty-five cubic feet. 
In other 
words 
Prussian forest management has 
multiplied the rate of production three­ 
fold in seventy five years. 
And the 
quality of the product has improved with 
the quantity. 
Between 1830 and 1904 
the percentage of saw timber rose from 
nineteen per cent to fifty-four per cent. 
It is a Striking fact in this connection 
that in the United States at the present 
time the people use about three times as 
much timber as the forests grow. 
If 
we were everywhere practicing forestry 
with a resulting improvement equal to 
that made in Prussia, the forests of this 
country would be growing as much as 
we use. 
The financial returns in Prussia make 
an even better showing. 
Net returns 
per acre in 1850 were twenty-eight cents. 
In 1865 they were seventy-two cents; in 
*900, #1.58; and in 1904, #2.50. 
They 
are now nearly ten tim es what they were 
sixty years ago, and they are increasing 
more rapidly than ever. 
These results have been obtained in 
Prussia along with almost ideal techni­ 
cal success. 
Then what is wanted is a 
sustained yield from the forest year by 
year in the long run, it is clearly neces­ 
sary to have always a certain number of 
trees ready to be c u t ; there must be a 
proper proportion of trees of all ages. 
This percentage has been secured and 
maintained with almost 
mathematical 
accuracy.

Prof. Somerville’s paper before the 
British Association on the timber sup­ 
ply shows that the world is steadily 
approaching a tim ber famine. 
Already 
Britain pays each year 27,000,000 ster 
ling for wood; 
Germany, with nearly 
twelve times the area of forest pos­ 
sessed by Britain, 
annually pays 12,­ 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 sterling for imported timber, 
and although the United States of Amer­ 
ica exports wood and wood products to 
the value of 2 0,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
sterling per 
annum, she has to pay as much for im­ 
ports. 
In Europe, 
Sweden and Russia 
are, of course, the chief timber-export 
ing countries, but in both cases the vast 
inroads on supplies is seriously felt, and 
exports arc being appreciably reduced. 
There are, of course, Canada and Si­ 
beria, bul in Canada, at all events, wood 
is being used up at a rapid raie.

TAPA CLOTH. 


Attire of the Native Wawaiians Before 
Civilization Arrived. 
, 
The "paper mulberry” free tBrousso- 
iretia pa pyrlferai is the- sonrce of the 
famous "tnpa cloth" of the Polynesian 
islands. This Is a natural tissue and Is 
derived from the inner hark and after 
being torn off in strips is scraped with 
shells an d beaten with a mallet until It 
resembles a soft, flexible [inper. The 
individual strips are invited by over­ 
topping the edges anti beating the 
fiTrers together until tongs* pieces of the 
fltesne a re formed. 
It is said that before H aw aii was 
swept w ith the wave- of civilization 
men and women were-dressed in this 
natnral bark cloth "tapis” or “kapa.” 
The dress of the women consists of 
the “pa-11." or wrapper: composed of 
five thicknesses of tapa, about four 
yards in length by three In width, 
passed several times around th e waist 
and extending below the knee. 
The 
dress of the men was- the “malo." or 
girdle, about a foot in-width and sev­ 
eral yards long. A “kiket,” or mantle, 
six feet square, was sometimes worn 
by both sexes. In former y ears these 
natural cloths were sometimes bleach­ 
ed to snow y whiteness otr were dyed in 
colors a n d even printed! or ornam ented 
usually in checks or squares. — Ex­ 
change.

A s tr o n o m ica l. 
Some curious und Interesting astro­ 
nomical phenomena are recorded hi 
the old Chinese annals which go back 
to a great antiquity. 
In 087 B. C. a 
night is mentioned without clouds and 
without stars. 
T his may perhaps re­ 
fer to a total eclipse of the sun. hut 
if so the eclipse is not mentioned in 
the Chinese list of eclipses. In the year 
141 B. C. it is stated that the sun and 
moon appeared of a deep red color dur­ 
ing live days, a phenomenon which 
caused great terror among the peo­ 
ple. 
In 74 B. C. it Is related that a 
star as large as the moon appeared 
and was followed in Its motion by sev­ 
eral 
stars of 
ordinary size. 
This 
probably refers to m u unusually large 
bolide, or lire ball.

A perennial puzzle 
in southern Eng­ 
land is the origin of the so-called dene- 
holes that are so numerous in that lo­ 
cality. 
They were sunk in the chalk at 
some prehistoric time, and usually con­ 
sist of a narrow- shaft 75 or 100 feet 
deep ending in a chamber 30 to 50 feet 
in diameter, and 10 or 18 feet high, or a 
series of two or three or more chambers. 
They occur in groups, about 00 pits at 
Hangman’s Wood, Essex, 
being con­ 
tained in the soace of a few acres. 
A 
late inquirer. Rev. J. W. 
Hayes, 
has 
investigated the character of the chalk 
deposits, 
and the ancient and 
modern 
uses of chalk, and 
he 
offers an 
ex­ 
planation of the pits quite different 
from the theories that have been most 
favored. 
His view is that the dene- 
holes were simply quaries of chalk. 
The export of the material began in pre. 
Roman times, 
and it was natural to 
make the pits in groups where the strata 
supplied solid blocks and the location 
was convenient. 
Buckets, or baskets 
were used for raising the material taken 
out. 
It has been widely believed that 
the pits were made for granariees or 
places of refuge, or both, but strong 
evidence against these ideas is the fact 
that manv worked-out pits contain water 
from later excavations. 
After four years of vain effort to pro­ 
duce an eoedemic among rats, 
M. de 
Kruvff, of the agricultural 
bureau at 
Buitenzorg, Java, hit upon a new plan. 
Pouring half a teaspoon ful of carbon di- 
sulohide into each occupied rat hole, he 
lighted the vapor, and the 
poisonous 
gases from the explosion almost instant­ 
ly killed all rats. 
In ,.43 holes subse­ 
quently 
opened, 
131 dead 
rats 
were 
found, two holes containing 10 rats each. 
A typical lunar landscape has been 
imitated in a curious 
way by 
Paul 
Fuchs, a German experimenter. 
Iron 
ore slag from a smelting furnace was 
run off at 1100 deg. C ., and cooled with 
water applied in various ways. 
Craters, 
mountains and plains were produced ac­ 
cording to the conditions of the slag and 
the cooling. 
Deaf-mutes 
are 
seldom 
absolutely 
unable to hear any 
sound, 
and 
by 
measuring their perception and properly 
cultivating their powers, many of them 
may be given a very useful degree of 
hearing. 
As the voice cannot be varied 
at will in quality, pitch and intensity, 
Dr. Marage, the French specialist, lias 
developed a more accurate acoumeter, 
or measure of audition. 
Five sirens 
coupled together give the fundamental 
vibrations of the five vowels, and this 
apparatus gives 
sounds 
of 
constant 
quality that have a known pitch vary­ 
ing with the speed of the motor and a 
known intensity changing with the pres­ 
sure of the air traversing the machine. 
With the ear at a distance of 20 inches, 
the intensity of sound is raised by 
in­ 
creasing the air-pressure until the vi­ 
brations are perceived. 
The normal ear 
hears sound produced under a pressure 
of.l millimete , and if the pressure must 
be raised to 60 millimeters to make the 
sound heard, the sharpness of hearing 
is put down at 1-60, and so on. 
If there 
is no hearing at 200 millimeters, 
the 
test is continued with a tube from the 
siren to the ear. 
The perception varies 
for the different sounds, and a record is 
made in five divisions showing the sen­ 
sitiveness of the hearing for each of the 
vowels. 
The

known, it is trained by the simple and 
exact vibrations of the vowel siren. 
In 
suitable cases, hearing develops rapidly, 
and results are reached in 
two months 
that would require several years,—with 
great exertion and fatigue,—to attain by 
voice teaching. 
In a novel French water sterilizer, the 
water is led through spiral tubes sur­ 
rounding a mercury vapor lamp, which 
I itself is in the form of a long glass 
tube, illuminated by the passage of an 
electric current through the contained 
mercury-vapor.
